1 . DURING THE PAST WEEK, ALL MAJOR JAKARTA DAILIES COMMENTED 
CRITICALLY ON TREATMENT OF THE EAST TIMOR ISSUE AT THE NON 
ALIGNED CONFERENCE IN COLOMBO AS WELL AS ON THE FAILURE OF 
THE CONFERENCE TO DEAL SUBSTANTIVELY WITH INTERNATIONAL ECO- 
NOMIC ISSUES. COMMENT ON THE KOREAN DMZ INCIDENT WAS LARGELY 
RAMBLING AND NON-COMMITTAL CONSISTING OF TONGUE-CLUCKING 
AND QUESTIONS AS TO WHAT THIS MIGHT LEAD TO. ON DOMESTIC 
ISSUES, THE PRESS CONTINUED TO CRITICIZE GOVERNMENT PERFOR 
MANCE AND NOTE ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND POLITICAL FAILURES.

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FAIRS. IN HIS PRESENTATIONS, AMBASSADOR DALE GAVE A CLEAR, 
FRANK AND F.XTRF.MF.LT.Y EFFECTIVE VIEW OF THE PROCEEDINGS AT 
UNCTAD IV, THE U.S. POSITION ON THE ISSUES AT THE CONFERENCE, 
AND, ESPECIALLY, A COMPLETE, THOROUGH AND ENLIGHTENING EX- 
PLANATION OF THE INTERNATIONAL RESOURCES BANK PROPOSAL. 
LIVELY, INTELLIGENT AND CONTROVERSIAL DISCUSSION PERIODS 
FOLLOWED ALL PRESENTATIONS. IN POST'S VIEW, AMBASSADOR 
DALE PROVED TO BE ONE OF THE MOST EFFECTIVE, PERSONABLE, 
FORTHNIGHT AND AUTHORITATIVE SPEAKERS PROGRAMMED TO DATE.
